AGRICULTURAL SHOWS. 

The sea;;oii when agricuUurul ex- 
hibitiona aro held is rapidly apiiroach- 
ing. Soon the country districts will 
be placarded with posters to announce 
the uutn'oer and value of prizes ofl'ered 
to compeiitors in stock, roots, ceri-als, 
manufactured, dairy produce, etc., etc.; 
and it is meet and proper that wc should 
seize this early opportunity of tendering 
a word of advice to managers and intend 
ing exhibitors. For several years aiiri 
cultural shows on the island and lower 
mainland have been .so but in name. 
The re-sults of nearly every o.xhil)ition 
have been unsatisfactory tt. visitors 
from the city, however much the e.x- 
liibitors may have found reason tn Im 
pleased with tho premiums that fell to 
their share. We put tho im|)i>-ssion 
created by tho meagre displays mil-.Uy 
when we say that the most prominent 
feature wh.s a room for improvenicnt. 
The same specimens of live stock filled 
the pens; the same poultry tho coops; 
the saoio specimens of needlework cov- 
ered tho walls or lay on the tables; the 
same wagons and ploughs occupied the 
yard space. On nearly every side pain- 
ful evi(.lenoos of the want of preparation 
were met. Things seemed to liave been 
thrown hurriedly together for the pur- 
pose of exhibition.

No 
stronger evidence of the thrift and pro- 
gre.-<8 of the producing,' I'loment couid be 
given than a successful show of now 
animals, new agricultural impletnents, 
new specimens of handiwork — in fact, 
new exhiliita of every description, char- 
acter and class.

began to fall rapidly. \Vr accordingly 
made for the shore anil camped at a 
point bearing exactly south from the 
north end of Lasquoti Island

We left Saanich at G o'clock p. ui. 
on the 24th of June en route for Cortes 
Island. On first .setting out we exper- 
ienced a slight breeze from the W.S. W. 
which carried us along at a tolerably 
fair rate of speed. Arrived at Salt 
Spring Island late in the evening; 
where wn camped on the beach for the 
night. On the following morning at 
4 o'clock 01 adiab, tho hero of our party, 
arose and gavo a practical donionstra- 
tion of his proficiency in the art of cook- 
ing bv preparing a sumptuous rei)ast, 
to which we all did ample justice. Call- 
ed at the house of .Mr. K. where wo 
waited several hours for the turn of tho 
tide. Our host and hostess treated us 
with their accustomed hospitality, and 
would not allow us to depart until the 
more temperate members of the party 
had regaled themselves with a cup of 
hot coffee, while at the same time am 
pie provision was made for those whose 
constitution required something more 
stimulating, h'-inbarked again on our 
voyage and proceeded slowly up Trim 
comalie channel under the influeneo of 
a gentle v.-hite a.sh breezi;. Passed the 
beacon on Walker rock at 3 o'clock 
p.m. and after reaching Cowichan gap 
were favored with a strong wind from 
E S.E. which accelerated our rate of 
speed so very materially that at 0:30 
p.m. we reached 

Doon's NAKltOWa, 
Through which we resolved to [lass al 
though the tide had already turned 
against us. The heavy tide rips, whirls, 
eddies and strong currents made the 
passage through those narrows [ircu- 
liarly interesting, and not a little tlan- 
gerous. Our hero wtio had on the 
previous morning signalized himself in 
such a distinguished manner in prepar- 
ing breakfast, fully maintained his re- 
putation, and our success iu getting 
safely through was not n little due to 
the steadiness of his nerves and the 
vigorous manner in which he plied his 
oar. Without any further incident we 
arrived sarely at Protection Island otl' 
Nanaimo, where wo camped for the 
night. Early on the following morn 
iug, June 26lh, left our camping 
ground. For the first few miles we 
were obliged much against our inclina- 
tion to bring the oars into requisition, 
but soon a nice breeze sprang u[) from 
the East wliich carried us along at the 
rate of seven knots per hour at first, 
and shortly after increased to such a 
fearful galo that our crew, being lands- 
men, began to think Hi-riously of Xorili 
Saanich and to regret the unlucky mo- 
ment when they had exchanged terra 
Jirma for tho uncertainties of the dee]]. 
They all came to the unanimous re- 
solve that our only safety lay in strik- 
ing for the nearest land. Now the 
nearest land was a long, low, flat beacli 
waves, which caused a very heavv surf. 

A LAND I. NO 

In such an exposed place could onlv be 
effected by exercising the greatest skill, 
and even under tho most favorable cir- 
cuniatances must be attended with great 
danger. Wo therefore did our utmost 
to raise the drooping spirits of the crew 
and to inspire them with fresh courage, 
but all to no purpose, land they would, 
and even our hero — of whom wo have 
already had occasion to make honorable 
mention, and whose heroic conduct had 
inspired us with the assurance that wo 
had, at least, one able seaman on whom 
we could place implicit reliance in case 
of danger — evon he began to wilt and 
became most clamorous for a has- 
ty rotri'at towards the jierilous 
beach. Uiiiler these oxtraordinarv 
circumstances we found it expedient to 
yield and for the shore we steered the 
little craft. Our hero wa." stationed in 
the bow with tho painter in his hand 
and instructed tn jump on shore as 
quickly as possible after wo should 
land, instructions which, by tho wav, 
were unnecessary and indeed (juite su 
perfluoua, as his own inclinations im 
pelled him thitherward far too strongly. 
In a very short lime we neared the 
shore. The sails were hauled down 
and wo were driven violently into the 
surf through which we were making 
the greatest efforts to pass. lioU after 
roll of the surf seemed about to ensrulf 
us when the stentorian voice of the 
mate was heard to call out, "Jump, 
Obadiah !" Our hero, with vhat duti- 
ful obedience which was commeiuiable 
even in the Patriarch Abraham, was 
preparing for the fatal plunge, when a 
counter command from the cn])tain re 
voked tho order and our hero was 
saved. With great difficulty we suc- 
ceeded in effecting a landing in safetv. 
Dinner was prepared, and after beiiii' 
disposed of a few hours were spent in 
prospecting tbo vicinity. 

A LOW, KLAT COU.STRV 

extends back from the huacli t'ur he\ ■ 
eral miles towards the foot of the 
mountains, which form the background. 
This low country appears to bo pro- 
tected from the sea b}' a sand dune 
thrown up by the action of the waves, 
and which serves tlie purpose of a dike. 
The soil is a light, sandy loam denselv 
covered v. itli fir, cedar and small under 
brush. Its agricultural capabilities ap 
pear to be very considerable were they 
properly developed by the eonstruction 
of roads and oilier public works. This 
appears to be the general character of 
the country all the way from North- 
west Bay to Seymour Narrows. 

As the winds calmed down to a good 
sailing breeze we again stood out to .sea 
and for a timo made very fair progress. 
At length tho wind failed entirely, 
leaving the sea still rough without any- 
thing to ^teady the boat. She rocked 
and rolled fearfully until at length the 
con.scientioua scruples of our crew were 
aroused and tliey individually began to 
cast up their accounts. To add still 
moro to our discomfiture a head wind 
Bprang up, which had a moat damaging to

Our Melbourne correspondent writes;-- 
The rabbits are increasing in some 
parts of the colony to such nn extent 
thot their numbers would appear whol- 
ly incredible to one who has not seen 
them as 1 have. The whole country 
appears one moving mass of bunnies. 
The odour from them, living and dead, 
is more than perceptible. They eat up 
every blade of grass; nay, every green 
tiling. Dogs will not touch them, or 
even deign to g ivo chase to them after 
a day or two's experience. They have 
been attacked in different ways; shot, 
dug out, burnt out, birched out, fenced 
out; all has boon found useless. The 
injection of carbonic acid into their 
holes was found oflective, but costly, 
lately tho Government has taken to 
poisoning them with phosphorized oats, 
and they are disappearing from th« 
districts whore this is practised. They 
are said to be killed by hundreds of 
thousands, so there is hope that wo 
nia_7 yot live to see the day when tho 
"rabbit pest," as it is called here, will 
be got under. You may imagine that 
it is not altogether a chtierful thought 
that the rabbits you eat at table may 
have come to their end by poisoning or 
suffocation. People are writing to tho 
[lapers to describe divers pains which 
they remark in their interior economy 
after supping on bunny. 1 think the 
moral i.s, "Don't do it again."
